Africa of three vessels loaded with Ameri- 
can goods and consigned to merchants in 
Lourenzo Marquez, Delagoa Bay. 

R. W. Geldart, an export merchant of 
South William street, is one of the sufferers 
by the confiscation of the goods in transit, 
and he has Jaid the faets before Secretary 
Hay. Mr. Geldart said today:, 

“I notified Mr. Hay about tile 
in reply he sent me a letter saying he had | 
communicated with the United States Am- 
bassador in London.

redress Americans have for these seizures.

the seizure Of t).e neutral ship, the Maria of 
Holland, carrying a neutral cargo, could be 
defended fn law. 

He said: “It is difficult dive me to believe 
that the English had no better reason for 
seizing any of the ships than that they con- 
sidered the cargoes of contrabandbof 
war. 


“If destined directly for ah enemy it might — 


be considered under certain circumstances as 
such; but as flour simply it cannot be con- 
sidered contraband. 


*“ The proclamation of the Spanish govern- 
ment at the beginning of our recent war, re-. 


ferring to contraband of war, named arms, 
munitions of war, harness,and such things, . 
but left flour, provisions, and even coal with- 

out a mention. 

“If the case as stated in. the dispatches is 
correct, then the seizure of the two ships 
flying the English flag on the presumption 
that the cargoes were intended ultimately 
to reach the enemy was a tyrannical exercise 
of the war power, justified, however, by the 
emergency.

“As to the second question, regarding the : 
right of seizure of the Dutch veasel, she-cane 


is quite different. 

“It seems to me this was apparently an 
exercise of the law that might makes right. 
Great Britain may have considered it neces- 
sary to make the seigure. © 

“She could not do it legally, but may have 
decided to make the seizure, knowing that 
by paying an exorbitant amount of damages 
the matter could be adjusted later. She can 
afford to pay almost anything rather than 
let that flour get into the Transvaal.” 


See Danger to England. 

Other experts on international law and ad- 
miralty practice said that the classification 
of flour as contraband of war was estab- 
lishing a precedent that would be of the ut- 
most danger to Great Britain in the future 
ag a great commercial nation. 

They cited the decision of the United 
States Supreme Court in the case of the 
Peterhoff, a British ship, loaded at Falmouth 
and bound for Matamoras, Mexico, in the 
civil war. This vessel was seized by an 
American cruiser. — 

In 1866 the Supreme Court ‘decided that, 
inasmuch ‘as the voyage of the whole con- 
sigmment was to terminate at Matamoras, a 
neutfal port, only such articles of the cargo 
as dlearly were meant and intended for the

Say That Wallace Confessed. 

On Saturday Wallace was called from his 
counting desk to Captain Porter's office, and 
charged with the theft. The government 
officials say he broke down and confessed. 
His father and mother were notified, and 
/pleaded that the son should not be taken into 
leustody until after Christmas. His wife is 
‘seriously ill, and it was feared that fatal re- 
sults might attend her husband’s arrest. 


| The warrant, therefore, was not served un- 


til yesterday, Subtreasurer Williams decid- 
ing on this course after a conference with 
United States District Attorney Bethea.

Last 
Saturday night, during the height of the 
storm, lights were seen in the distance, and 
the Noranmore, bearing down, discovered a 
sinking bark already awash, the crew way- 
ing lanterns and shouting for help. 

A boat was launched, but a wave swamped 
it, the crew being hurled into the waives. | 
Lines were thrown them and they were 
hauled back on board. They attempted an- 
other rescue, but the bark had disappeared, 

The Noranmore stood by till morning, but 
the vessel had sunk with all on board. No 
wreckage could be seen, and it was impossi- 
ble to learn the vessel's name. From what 
Captain Richardson could see it was of about. 
1,000 tons, and evidently had a bulky cargo. 
All of the masts were gone. Being disabled, 
and as the storm increased, the Noranmore 
had to heave to until the storm abated. | 

Captain Richardson declares it to haye 
been the worst storm in all his experience, 
and one that came near sending his big sacl 
to the bottom of the ocean.

We listened attentive- 
ly to all the evidence, and we can say that 
there was an entire failure of proof by the 
State that a crime had been committed or 
attempted. Numerous witnesses 
that the reputation of one of the people's 
leading witnesses was bad and that of the 
‘@efendant good. The defendant's own man- 
her and bearing on the stand and through- 
out the trial were also inne as to indicate 

truthfulness of his testimony. 

ac listgned to the Judge’s instructions 
with care. and, while we cannot give the 
language. we know he told us that the law 

cast on the prosecution the burden of prov- 
ing the defendant's guilt, as charged in the 

indictment, beyond a reasonable doubt, and 
unless we were so satisfied it was our duty 
under our oaths to acquit the defendant. 


Ballots in Jury Room. — 
We retired to the jury-room and discussed 
the evidence for about ten minutes, after 
which a ballot was taken.

“The evidence was again discussed for a 
stort time and another ballot taken. which 
resulted ‘n a unanimous vote for acquittal. 
We not only were not convinced beyond a 
reasonable doubt of the defendant's guilt.

clusion that the man was innocent of the 
crime charged. 

It should be borne in mind that all knowl- 
edge of dne fact which was known to the 
Judge was kept from the jury—namely: 
that the defendant’s attorney had offered 
to have His client plead guilty of a simple: 
assault if the graver charge were with- 
drawn, and this offer had been refused by 
If this fact had been 
before us it might have affected us to some 
extent. though it is perfectly consistent with 
the defendant's innocence. for a cautious 
lawyer might well advise his client to pay a 
@mall fine for an offense of which he was 
not guilty rather than run the frightful risk 
of conviction of a crime concerning which 
the mere eccusation kindles a suspicion of 
guilt, wh is a powerful factor in influ- 
encing sore minds. 

Bound by Oaths. 

We could find no other verdict under our 
@aths upon the evidence before us. We were 
bound by our oaths as jurors, as much as 
the court.by his oath as Judge. 

Vet for thus doing our duty we were public- 
repriniamied and insulted by the Judge, 
end an atteinpt was made by him to fasten 

Z reproach upon our characters, lives, and 
homes. Some of the newspapers, without 
inguiring-into the evidence before us or seek- 
ing to learn the facts as they appeared to us, 
lve taken up the outcry against us.
